STORY 
OF 
CONDUCTOR. 


Belieyed Accident Was Dnavoidable— 
The Latest News from the 
Scene of Wreck. 


Supt. D. 
Hardy is home from 
the Missouri Pacific wreck at Elm 
Park 
Tuesday 
night, in which 
three or four lives were lost and a 
number of persons 
injured. 
A s 
yet, there has been no official in­ 
vestigation as to whether any em­ 
ploye was to blame for the 
acci­ 
dent, but the general 
opinion ap­ 
pears to be that the storm had ren­ 
dered 
conditions' such that 
the 
wreck could not have been 
fore­ 
stalled. 
There was a rumor in circulation 
today to the effect 
that the brake- 
man who was sent back to 
flag 
N o. 5, before the wreck occurred, 
had disappeared. 
This is a 
mistake. 
Brakem an 
M cA fe'j was sent to do the flag­ 
ging, but he was injured and 
is 
now in a Kansas C ity hospital. 


Conductor John B. French, of 
train No. i, the parlor car of which 
was telescoped and then burned, 
tells this story of the wreck : 
“ 
W e were running from twelve 
to fifteen miles an hour when we 
were struck. 
I should say the rear 
train was running forty-five miles 
an hour. 
It had a 
clear track, 
while we had a heavy train and 
were plowing ou. w ay through the 
snow. 
A mile back from where 
the 
collision 
occurred 
we 
had 
stopped to let a delayed freight 
train take a siding. 
A t that time 
I went back myself to stop any 
train behind us. 
None came, and 
I was recalled to the train by the 
locomotive whistle. 
“ 
I did not send a brakeman back 
with a lantern and torpedoes, be­ 
cause we were moving when the 
accident occurred. 
If the train 
had been stopped, either I or the 
brakeman would have gone back. 
W e did not know the rear train 
was so close to us or was coming 
fast. 
The snowflakes fell so fast 
that we could hardly see a car’s 
length in any direction.” 


The unkown woman referred to 
in 
W ednesday’s 
D e m o c r a t 
as 
having been burned to death was 
Em m a Goldstein of St. Louis. 
M . V eil, of 
that city, who re­ 
fuses to talk, went to the under­ 
taking 
establishment 
In Kansas 
C ity 
yesterday 
morning and ad­ 
mitted that the unknown woman 
was Miss Goldstein and that she 
was ea route there to meet him. 
A lthough several of the passen­ 
gers injured w ill be crippled for 
life, it is believed that all of them 
w ill recover, confining the death 
list to three, or 
possibly four, if, 
as declared by rescuers, two w o­ 
men were burned to death in the 


w reck. 
T h e body of Mrs. J. G. Schmid- 
lapp, the w ife of the 
Cincinnati 
banker, has been recovered. 
Mr. 
Schm idlapp is severely injured, but 
will probably not be permanently 
incapacitated. 
H e did not know 
of the death of his wife and daugh­ 
ter until 
yesterday. 
The bodies 
w ill be taken 
to 
Cincinnati for 
burial. 
Miss Schmidlapp died at 
the University hospital in Kansas 
City of her injuriics. 


W illiam Rost, a 
farmer, 
near 
whose place the wreck occurred, 


and who was one of the very first 
to render 
any assistance 
to the 
imperiled passengers, is quite sure 
that at least three 
women 
were 
burned in the wreck. 
W hen he 
reached the car, flames were crack­ 
ling through the splintered wood­ 
work of the car at one end, while 
at the other-end a cloud ot blister­ 
ing steam was belching from the 
locomotive, which had 
ripped the 
coach open from end to end. 
On 
every side were men and women 
crying for assistance. 
Mr. R o st’s first act was to pull 
from the wreck a woman who had 
been 
partly 
thrown 
through 
a 
window. 
She was not badly hurt. 
Mr. Rost states that he saw the 
body of one women jammed in the 
roof of the 
burning coach, and 
that it was not reached by the res­ 
cuers. 
The body of another woman was 
consumed in full view of the pas­ 
sengers, who gathered about the 
wreck. 
Mr. 
Rost 
and 
others 
reached into the 
burning debris 
and tried to drag her out, but she 
was pinned under heavy wreck­ 
age. 
Mr. Rost says the young woman 
was apparently dead, as he reached 
her hand and there was no response 
to his efforts at rescue. 
He de­ 
scribes 
the woman as about 
25 
years old. 
She wore a dark dress 
and a leather chatelaine hung from 
her waist. 
Mr. Rost believes that he saw 
the body of still a third woman 
wedged between the two timbers 
of the burning coach, but before 
he could get closer the fire and 
smoke 
and 
steam 
obscured 
his 
view. 
______ 


The railroad officials have been 
censured for the delay in getting 
a relief train to the scene, but they 
claim that the blinding snow storm 
and 
the 
position 
of 
a 
freight 
train on track made it impossible 
for 
them 
to 
reach 
the 
wreck 
sooner. 
Dr. W illiam Rosenthal, of N ew 
Y o rk City, who was on the for­ 
ward car of the 
wrecked train, 
rendered heroic work in caring for 
the injured. 
W . R . 
Vaughn, 
a Cincinnati 
newspaper 
man, 
employed 
as 
Washington correspondent of the 
Scripps-McRea Newspaper league, 
whose arm was crushed and who 
was piniened for some time under 
a window frame, displayed great 
nerve in waiting to fee extricated. 
He was for three hours without 
medical treatment.

Although it is believed that un­ 
der usual conditions Mr. Schltiid- 
lapp will recover from his severe 
injuries, there is fear that he may 
lose his reason in his great grief 
over the horrible death of his wife 
and daughter. 
Mrs. Balke, who was severely

Mrs. Balke is the w idow of the 
late Julius Balke, of the 
Bruns- 
wick-Balke-Collender Co.

BRAKEMAN SHOWS 
UP. 


He Was Not Cremated In the Wreck 
Tnesiiay Evening. 


Brakeman M. 
C. Barnes, who 
was sent back by Conductor H op­ 
kins to flag other trains, just after 
the Elm park 
wreck Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon, 
and 
then 
disappeared, 
was here today, on his way to St. 
Louis on train No. 4. 
In conversation with 
a D e m o ­ 


c r a t reporter, Barnes 
stated that 
he performed his duty as flagman 
for three hours, and 
then started 
to walk to Little Blue, a distance 
of five miles. 
O w in g to the blinding snow and 
the drifts, which were higher than 
his head in some places, he gave 
out when a distance of one mile 
from Little Blue, and was com­ 
pelled to seek shelter at a farm 
house in order to keep from freez­ 
ing to death. 
There he remained until the next 
morning, being unable to commu­ 
nicate with the outside world, and 
it was because of this fact that the 
story of his supposed cremation be­ 
came current. 


WHAT FKENcff SAYS. 


The Conductor Who W as In the Elm 
Park Collision. 


Conductor 
French, 
the parlor 
car of whose train was split in tw© 
and consumed by fire in the wreck 
Tuesday evening, was in town at 
noon today, en route to St. Louis 
in charge of a »sow-bound train. 
In reference to the awful acci­ 
dent, he stated that his train was 
not assisting a freight train out of 
the storm, 
but 
was fighting its 
w ay the best it could. 
“ 
The snow came down in blind­ 
ing sheets,” 
he 
said, 
“ 
and we 
were doing our best when No. 5 
came thundering along and ran us 
d ow n .” 
Continuing in his talk to a D em ­ 


o c r at reporter 
and several con­ 
ductors, he described 
the scenes 
surrounding the wreck and added 
that it was a wonder that his whole 
train was not mined. 


The Missouri Pacific snow storm 
troubles are about over. 
A n im­ 
mense snow plow, which was sent 
out from Kansas C ity last night, 
arrived here this morning, it hav­ 
ing succeeded in clearing the main 
line 
between 
here 
and 
Kansas 
City. 
The snow plow was then sent 
out on the Lexington branch to 
cut the drifts in order to relieve 
Conductor Hiram Lewis, who has 
been fighting snow since Tuesday. 
Passenger train No. 9 came in 
two sections, and was followed by 
No. 3, but all were late. 
Nos. I and 5, due here yesterday 
afternoon, 
arrived 
at 
i 
o’clock 
this morning, and all five trains 
and also the fast mail train, which 
was two 
hours 
late, were sent 
west ten minutes apart. 
The fast mail would have 
ar­ 
rived sooner had it not been for 
the fact that four cars of freight 
train No. 129 jumped the tracks at 
the junction of the K a ty and Mis­ 
souri Pacific roads, in the east end 
yards, causing its delay. 
Passenger trains Nos. 4, 2, 6, 10 
and 8, due here yesterday morn­ 
ing, afternoon and last night, ar­ 
rived during the day, being met at 
Lamonte,

tn., r espectively, over the Missour i 


Pacific, Tuesday, caused the fir st 
loss of life that has occur r ed in an 
accident on the r oad in a number 
of months, and also r esulted in the 
injur y of sever al people. 
The collision took place at Elm 
par k, I 4-5 miles west of Independ­ 
ence, at 6 :oo o ’clock, and was in­ 
dir ectly attr ibutable to the second 
section of fr eight tr ain No. 129, 
which left her e ear ly Tnesday aft­ 
er noon, having stuck in a snow 
dr ift. 
Tr ain No. i was in char ge of 
Conductor John B. Fr ench, with 
Joe Fr ick on the engine. 
Tr ain No. 5, following No. i, 
was in char ge of Conductor L. D. 
Hopkins, with Fr ed Raym ond as 
engineer and W ill Rast as fir eman. 
The stalled fr eight tr ain was in 
char ge of Conductor C. M. W in- 
: 
ner and Engineer Paden. 
T he cr ew of 
No. i sent a llag- 
man back to flag No. 5, and C o n ­ 
ductor Fr ench and cr ew went to 
the assistance of the belated fr eight 
tr ain. 
A blinding snow stor m was r ag­

I should say the r ear 
tr ain was r unning for ty-five miles 
an hour . 
It had a 
clear tr ack, 
while we had a heavy tr ain and 
wer e p ic k in g our w ay thr ough the 
snow.

the state in accor dance with the 
act, which was done.

In the deed, as the law 
pr o­ 
vided, ther e was a r eser vation of a 
small 
taact, two and a 
fr action 
acr es, I believe, which had 
been 
mar ked off for 
a 
cemeter y 
and 
used as such. 
“ 
A t that meeting the executive 
committee, having fir st author ized 
the conveyance of the home to the 
state, passed a r esolution dir ecting 
a deed to the land r eser ved for the 
cemeter y to be made to the Daugh­ 
ter s of the Confeder acy of M is­ 
sour i. 
This action was doubtless 
in r ecognition of the fact that the 
D. O. C. had contr ibuted a lar ge 
pr opor tion of the money that had 
gone to build and equip the home, 
and it was supposed they would bet­ 
ter see to it that fhe cemeter y was 
better taken car e of than the C on ­ 
feder ate veter ans themselves. 
“ 
A t all 
events, 
whatever the 
r eason, that was what they did, or , 
r ather , what they r esolved to do. 
Our asiociation 
appointed 
Mr s. 
Louis Houck, Mr s. M. K. Bowen 
and sever al other s tr ustees, to whom 
the deed should be made. 
“ 
A t the time this r esolution was 
adopted no such or ganization as 
the U. D. C. was in this state. 
“ 
For some r eason, no deed was 
ever made to us. 
I have under ­ 
stood they concluded, upon r eflec­ 
tion, that it would be better for 
the or iginal Confeder ate Home as­ 
sociation to r etain the title. 
They 
soothed us by telling us that we 
wer e also member s of the Home 
association and had as much r ight 
to attend its meetings and dir ect 
its 
cour se as they had. 
A t all 
events, we never got the deed they 
pr omised us, although we had ac­ 
cepted their pioposai by appoint­ 
ing tr ustees competent to hold the 
title.

One of the objects of our asso­ 
ciation, as declar ed in the consti­ 
tution, is to take car e of the H ig­ 
ginsville cemeter y. 
I have a copy 
of the constitution her e and will 
r e d you what it says : 
‘Also we 
accept the Confeder ate cemeter y at 
Higginsville, Mo., and assume the 
car e and maintenance of same in 
pr oper manner .’ 
Our constitution 
also 
pledges 
us to 
assist in the 
building of a monument in the Con­ 
feder ate ceme'cr y at Spr ingfield, 
‘at a cost of not less than $5,000,’ 
and that is to be our fir st wor k. 
“ 
W e ar e not pledged to contr ib­ 
ute $5,000 to the Spr ingfield cem­ 
eter y, though we hope to do so, 
but our pledge is to assist in the 
constr uction of a monument ther e 
that is to cost not less than that 
sum. W e alr eady have over $4 000 
in our tr easur y, which is available 
for this pur pose, 
and, with the 
money the men have r a’sed and 
ar e r aiding, we hope to have the 
Spr ingfield monument 
built and 
dedicated within a year .

Boat Racing to Be a Feature of Aih- 
leiics at Columbia. 


In his opening address to the 
university students. President Jesse 
said that the University of Mis­ 
souri was behind the other univer­ 
sities in only one kind of athletics, 
and that was boat racing. He said 
that this was due to a lack of facil­ 
ities and to the fact that Columbia, 
the seat of the university, is not 
located on any river. 
But since the Missouri Midland 
railway has connected Columbia 
with M cBain the difficulty referred 
to by 
President Jesse has been 
overcome. 
The Perche river, over 
which the Missouri Midland and 
the Missouri, Kansas and Tex as 
railways cross at McBain, is an 
ideal stream for boat racing. There 
IS no bend in the river at McBain, 
the stream is sufficiently wide, the 
water is deep and there is 110 per­ 
ceptible current. 
On the 20th of last November 
the first boat race in the history of 
the university was run in heavy 
skiffs during a rain storm on the 
Perche near McBain.

was stated last night by those in 
charge of the Goebel assassination 
case that sufficient evidence

been secured to prove one of the 
most diabolical conspiracies in the 
history of the country. 
The detec­ 
tives have run down nearly all the 
clews and have located their man 
preparatory to making the arrest. 
Nearly 
all 
the 
witnesses have 
given written statements, 
which 
are backed by circumstantial evi­ 
dence. 
The detectives are trying hard to 
keep 
their 
work 
a 
secret, 
but 
through other sources bits of infor­ 
mation 
are gradually coming to 
light. 
A 
prominent Lawrence- 
burg citizen says that a man em­ 
ployed in the executive building 
was there shortly after the assassi­ 
nation, and told him and several 
others he was in the main office of 
the secretary of state when the shot 
was fired. 
He said he saw Goebel 
fall, and then the door to the secre­ 
tary of state’s private office was 
opened and several men were seen 
in there with rifles.
